thereon. Information is also desired by the 
commission as to whether any concession 
from the billed rate has been given, promised, 
or is to be made under any circumstances.

Injunction Against Cut Rates. 
Orders against six railroads which were 
recently made defendants in the cases filed 
dy the Interstate Commerce commission 
were entered by Judge Grosscup in the 
United States Circuit Court yesterday, tem- 
~ porarily restraining the roads from rate cut- 
ting. By agreement among the attorneys of 
the companies affected, the orders were en- 
tered without a full hearing. They will re- ) 
main in force until June 9 or such other time 
the defendants make motions to dissolve 
tiem. The companies involved were the 
Michigan Central, the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
ama Chicago, the Pan-Handle, the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern, the Illinois 
Central, and the Chicago and Northwestern.

The police hold that Towns removed a cap 
from a gas pipe, while the jury decided that 


plausible motive was lacking on which to 
base a verdict of murder and suicide. Rest- 
dents in the neighborhood as well as a sister 
of Mrs. Towns and another relative testified. 
All agreed that Towns and his wife had lived 
happily together, and they could think of no 
reason for the victim's committing suicide. 

The police 
offered evidence that the couple had guar- 
reled frequéntly, and that Towns had been 
dissatisfied with his positicn as engineer for 
the People’s Gaslight and Coke company 
and for some days past he had not been 
working.

WHY STOCK WAS BOUGHT, 


New York, March 24.—The hearing in the 
suit commenced by Peter Power in the 
United States Court for the District of Min- 
nesota for the purpose of determining the 
standing before the law of the purchase and 
holding of Northern Pacific and Great North- 
ern stocks by the Northern Securities com- 
pany was continued here this afternoon be- 
fore Richard A. Mabey, a special examiner. 

Jacob H. Schiff of the firm of Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. was the first witness. He said he was 
a member of the Board of Directors of the 
Northern Pacific since the latter part of 1897 
and had been elected a director of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy railroad dur- 
ing 1901. He was one of a number of finan-. 
ciers who in 1896 purchased $26,000,000 worth 
of Northern Pacific common at the time of 
the reorganization of that road. 

„Was Mr. Hill in that deal?“ was asked. 

„Mr. Hill can tell you, replied Mr. Schiff. 


Refuses to Answer. 


The witness said he had purchased 20,000 
shares of Burlington stock in 1901. | 

“ For whom did you act in purchasing that 
stock!“ 

I decline to answer.“ 

* Did you act for the H n interests?“ 

I decline to answer. decline to answer 
any questions regarding the business of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. unless compelled to do so,”’ 
was the reply of Mr. Schiff. 


Harriman Bluffed Morgan. 


Charles M. Steel of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
in his testimony disclosed for the first time 
the fact that E. H. Harriman bluffed J. 
P. Morgan into concessions by appearing to 
hold much more Northern Pacific stock than 
he really held. 

When it came to a show down,” as Jacob 
Schiff termed it, Harriman and his friends 
held only $78,000,000 Northern Pacific stock, 
whereas Morgan had continuéd negotiations 
under the belief that much more was held. 

“As a result,“ testified Mr. Steele, the 
negotlatlons for the sale of this stock to the 
Northern Securities company almost fell 
through. - The securities company refused to 


accept the Harriman stock on the same terms 


on which J. P. Morgan had sold stock to it, 
Finally the sale was effected, but Mr. Harri- 
man and his friends did not get all the stock 
of Northern Securities they wanted, but 
were forced to accept about $10,000,000 of 


the price in cash.” 


Not Part of Pooling Scheme. 


At this point the witness was turned over 
to Mr. Stetson, who is counsel for the firm 
of J. P. Morgan & Co. 

The early part of Mr. Stetson's examina- 
tion was for the purpose of disproving the 
claim of the other side that the negotiations 
for Northern Pacific common, the Burling- 
ton purchase, the formation of the North- 
ern Securities company, and the placing of 
Mr. Harriman and other representatives of 
the Union Pacific interests on the boards of 
the Burlington and the Northern Pacific 
were all part of a pooling scheme which 
originated and matured during the summer 
of 1901, previous to the formation of the 
securities company, with Mr. Morgan, Mr. 
Hill, and Mr. Harriman and their asso- 
ciates as the principal faetors. 


Not in Restraint of Trade. 


Mr. Steele was asked: 

“So far as you know, or as far as known 
to your firm, was there any intention, at the 
organization of the Northern Securities com- 
pany and the transfer of these holdings to. 
it, to restrain trade, stifle competition, or 
regulate rates?’’ 

The witness answered in the negative. 

Another point brought out on cross-exam- 
mation was that there never was any con- 
test for the Northern Pacifle common. Wit- 
ness said this contest did not exist outside 
of the newspapers. It was this contest, the

SMALL COMFORT TO KIPLEY 
AT THE HOPKINS INQUEST. 


First Day’s Testimony Tends to Show 
That Fatal Shot Was Fired in Anger 
— Defense to Be Heard Today.

The plea of self-defense raised by Dan 
Kipley in justification of his killing Joseph 
Hopkins in the flat at 1848 Wabash avenue 
last Thursday did not receive much sup- 

rt at the opening of the inquest at St. 

suke’s Hospital yesterday afternoon. 

The testimony of several witnesses went to 
show that Kipley fired the fatal bullet while 
he was angry and had followed it up with 
another shot at the prostrate body after an 


interval of several minutes. Witnesses for | 


the defense will be heard this morning. 


Mrs. Hopkins, who is said by the police to | 


be Blonde Marie” of levee fame, declared 
that so far as she knew her husband was em- 
ployed as an electrician at 92 Fifth avenue, 
She did not know Dan Kipley, she said, and 
was not aware that her husband was ac- 
quainted with Lillie Arlington. 

Mrs. Agnes McChesney, who lives in the 
Ludgate building, nearly opposite the scene 
of the shooting, said she saw Lillie Arling- 
ton running up and down crying: Dan, 
you did it! Dan, you killed him. Somebody 
go for the police.” She also said she saw 
Kipley come out, still holding the revolver, 
and say. Yes, I did it.“ 

Then he went to the door of his flat, which 
stood open,“ continued Mrs. McChesney. 
Calling to the man whom he had shot, he 
cried: Tou shake. Shake like a dog. You 
move from where you are and I'll blow the 
top of your head off.’ Then he called him 
a vile name and said: ‘I'll plug you one for 
luck.’ Then I heard a shot.“ 

Charlie Wilman, the boy who was sent out 
by Kipley for a can of beer, said that when 
he returned he heard a man say in the flat: 
Tou have cheated me.“ He did not know. 
whose voice he had heard. 

Detective Bush told of Klpley's statement 
after the shooting that Hopkins was a bad 
man and was wanted by the Pinkertons and 
the city detectives for the Postoffice robbery. 
Bush also testified that Hopkins dénied cut- 
ting Kipley. 

Attorney Cantwell for Kipley says men will 
be brought in to show that Hopkins was fol- 
lowing Kipley for some time, and the latter_ 
was trying to keep out of the way. The in- 
quest will be continued at the Twenty-second 
Street Police Station. }
